MOTHERS' FEARS 
OVER UNIT PUNS

MOTHERS have spoken out 
over fears Oswestry’s mater¬ 
nity unit could be downgraded 
to a birthing unit. 

The proposed change would mean 
mothers would be unable to have 
overnight stays for rest and recuper¬ 
ation and those in labour out-of-hours 
would telephone an on-call midwife to 
open the ward up. 

Sarah Jamieson, head of midwifery at The 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, 
said: “This means that we would retain the 
full range of services offered by midwife-led 
units but we would not remain open overnight; 

instead operating through an 
on-call system. Mums-to-be in 
labour would meet their midwife 
at the unit and would then be 
supported through delivery and 
with their immediate postnatal 
care before being discharged 
home. This is similar to the 
model used very successfully in 
Powys.” 

But Gill George of Shropshire 
Defend Our NHS said a recent 
health meeting could give no assurance over 
the future of maternity services. She said: “On 
maternity, we clearly still have a fight ahead of 
us.” Beth Pink from Oswestry had her son Ted 
in the Princess Royal Hospital in Telford and 
transferred to the local unit housed at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital the next day. 

She said: “I actually discharged myself the fol¬ 
lowing day but, after a dreadful night at home 
rang the midwives who said ‘we have kept your 
bed for you, come back in’. They were incredible. 
It would be so sad if we lost that facility.” 

Kaylee Lawrence said: “I went in after de¬ 
livery with my eldest and was lucky enough to 
give birth to my daughter last year. The unit 
was fabulous, before, during and after her birth. 
I am hoping to have my third child there in Feb¬ 
ruary and am worried to think it might change.” 

Charlene Roberts said staying in hospital for 
a couple of days after birth was vital. She said: 
“They make sure you eat and they take the ba¬ 
bies into the nursery so that you can sleep.”

Award of wooden 
spoon causes a stir 
for businessman 

THE owner of a closed food hall has crit¬ 
icised a council for awarding his empty 
shop frontage a “wooden spoon” award. 

John Langford claims Langfords Food 
Hall in Berriew Street, Welshpool, which 
he built himself and still owns, would not 
be empty today if Welshpool Town Coun¬ 
cil had helped him to alleviate parking 
problems. 

The property was named the “worst 
shop window in town” by the Mayor Steve 
Kaye, following a series of dumpings in 
Berriew Street, which led to the council 
being forced to take action to clear the 
area. 

Mr Langford, owner of Langfords, the 
Welsh Sausage Company, said: “We make 
seven million sausages a week from our 
main site in the town near Tesco, for 
customers including Wetherspoon, Cafe 
Rouge and the British Army.” He said 
the Berriew Street premises suffered be¬ 
cause of parking problems and revealed 
an ambition to use the site for pop-up 
shops instead. 

Mr Kaye said: “If Mr Langford wants to 
start a new venture at his shop we hope 
he goes for it and sorts out the frontage 
which has been left like that for about five 
years.”

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Black van fears allayed as 
police rule out foul play

POLICE say an investigation into 
reports of a “suspicious” black 
van being sighted in Chirk near 
Oswestry have shown there are 
“no suspicious circumstances” 
relating to it. 

North Wales Police have confirmed 
that after being alerted to a man “be¬ 
having suspiciously” in the Lloyds 
Lane area of Chirk last month, their 
investigation has found that the vehi¬ 
cle was on “legitimate business”. 

At the time a schoolgirl reported being 
followed by a man who got out of a black 
van. 

Police said no contact was made and the 
girl ran away. 

Michael McGivern, a spokesman for the 
force, said: “An investigation by North 
Wales Police into reports of a suspicious 
vehicle being sighted in the Chirk area in 
recent weeks has shown that it was on le¬ 
gitimate business and that there are no sus¬ 
picious circumstances relating to it.” 

The reports in Chirk came after West 
Mercia Police revealed that they were in¬ 
vestigating the attempted abduction of two 
schoolchildren in Oswestry and Weston 
Rhyn in October. 

These are just a number of incidents 
which have taken place in the region over 
the past months. 

The most recent incident happened at 
2pm on Wednesday last week when a man 
told a woman in her 20s to “get into his 
car”. 

The incident occurred in Harlech Road, 
Oswestry. 

The car is described as a dark green V 
registration Vauxhall Corsa. 

The driver, who was on his own in the ve¬ 
hicle, is described as being white, between 
50 and 60 years old, with grey hair and 
moustache and wearing a white jumper, 
dark coat and a flat dark coloured cap. 

Inspector Sean Brennan of West Mercia 
Police said: “We believe the encounter to 
have been a verbal one and at this time we 
don’t believe there was any physical force 
used. 

“We have launched an investigation 
and are trying to trace the vehicle and the 
driver as as soon as possible. 

“If anyone has information I would urge 
them to contact us.”

Cleaner in 
'£34k theft' 
from house 

A CLEANER stole jewellery with an 
estimated value of more than £34,000 
from the home of her disabled em¬ 
ployer, a court heard. 

Caroline Carkeet-James, 46, 
pleaded guilty to the theft of the 
items that included a white gold and 
diamond engagement ring which was 
believed to be worth £27,000 from the 
property in a village near Oswestry. 

The ring was among several items 
found to be missing from the prem¬ 
ises when the owners returned from 
holiday after leaving the defendant 
to feed the cat while they were away, 
Telford Magistrates Court heard. 

Abigail Hall, prosecuting, said: 
“The victim is disabled and has mo¬ 
bility issues which is the reason this 
defendant was hired to assist with 
chores.” 

The court heard the defendant told 
police she recalled taking an emerald 
and diamond ring and a signet ring 
with no stones and sold it for £130. 

Carkeet-James, of Summerfield 
Close, Oswestry, admitted an offence 
of theft between September 20 and 
26. 

District Judge Nigel Cadbury ad¬ 
journed the case for further inquir¬ 
ies to be made about the value of the 
items, but he told the defendant the 
matter was likely to be sentenced at 
the crown court. 

She was granted conditional bail 
until next month.

Campaigners warn A&E 
battle is not yet won 


Stroke victim grateful for local care

CAMPAIGNERS have urged peo¬ 
ple in Oswestry and Mid Wales 
to keep the pressure on health 
chiefs to ensure A&E services 
are retained in Shrewsbury. 

Bosses leading the Future Fit pro¬ 
gramme, which is looking at the fu¬ 
ture of health services in Shropshire, 
last week recommended that A&E ser¬ 
vices should stay at Shrewsbury amid 
fears it could be lost to Telford. 

Bosses stressed that their recommenda¬ 
tion was not a final decision and said public 
consultation would be held. 

Oswestry Mayor Paul Milner this week 
urged the public to get involved in that con¬ 
sultation. Councillor Milner said: “It is im¬ 
portant to get involved in the consultation 
and have your voice heard.” 

The mayor has led a campaign and has 
collected almost 5,000 signatures on a peti¬ 
tion calling for the major A&E unit to be in 
Shrewsbury and has asked more people to 
sign up. He said: “Shrewsbury is the best 
geographic base for the services, serving 
the largest population. 

“We now have almost 5,000 signatures 
on the petition, available online and at the 
Guildhall in Oswestry, with more coming 
in all the time.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies said 
it was the right decision for patients across 
Shropshire and Mid Wales to have the A&E 
at Shrewsbury. 

He said: “Following the period of con¬ 
sultation, we MPs must come together and 
campaign to NHS England and the Govern¬ 
ment for the £300m that will be needed to 
implement these plans. It is a huge amount 
of money to find but we couldn’t even raise 
the issue of funding with them until now. 
We have a recommendation and we must 
act on it, work together and implement a 
plan.” North Shropshire MP Owen Pat¬ 
erson said: “I’m glad that there has been 
a decision for everything to centre on 
Shrewsbury, while the PRH will still have 
about 80 per cent of the A&E department 
services they already provide. 

“It has been clear all along that this de¬ 
cision should have been taken on clinical 
needs and I have always been all for listen¬ 
ing to the professionals on this. We now 
need to fully get behind the new planned 
£300m state-of-the-art trauma centre.”

A STROKE victim has backed the 
move to have a single A&E depart¬ 
ment in Shrewsbury - claiming he 
may not be alive if it were not there. 

Joe Punnet, a member of 
Oswestry and District Stroke Club, 
believes he would have died in the 
ambulance if he had been forced 
to travel the extra distance to the 
Princess Royal in Telford, instead 
of being treated at the RSH which is 
much closer to his home at Treflach 
near Oswestry. 

Former computer programmer 
Mr Punnett, 75, said: “When I had 
a stroke in 2010,1 was in a bad way, 
I was completely out of it - uncon¬ 


scious. I had fallen asleep in front of 
the TV and collapsed. 

“When I got up at 4am, I just 
about crawled upstairs but I don’t 
remember the rest. 

“When I came around, I couldn’t 
read or write and didn’t know what 
the time was. 

“It was hugely frightening and 
frustrating. 

“But I really don’t think I would 
be here if Shrewsbury hadn’t had its 
A&E department back then. 

“I was one of the lucky ones; I 
made a full recovery thanks to the 
stroke club which helped me to get 
my life back. 


“I’ve made many close friends 
there and I enjoy our days out.” 

Joe’s wife, Jeanne Punnett who 
is the club’s publicist said: “When 
somebody has a stroke, they can 
think they are the only person in 
the world with it. 

“A stroke comes without warning. 
Joe had been filling pot-holes the 
day prior to his and apart from say¬ 
ing he felt old and tired there was 
nothing unusual. 

“When Joe had his stroke I tried 
all my first aid on him but I knew it 
wasn’t enough so I covered him with 
a blanket and called the paramedics. 
Speed is so important.”

A WOMAN from Mid Wales has de¬ 
nied having underage sex with a teen¬ 
age boy.

The defendant was bailed on condi¬ 
tion that she has no contact with the 
complainant. 

Emery is also banned from having 
unsupervised access with any child 
under the age of 16.

Drug dealer handed a jail sentence 


A DRUG dealer caught by police 
hiding wraps of cocaine and heroin 
inside Kinder Eggs has been hand¬ 
ed a jail sentence. 

Alan McNeill, who was the pas¬ 
senger in a Vauxhall Corsa found 
to contain scores of wraps of Class 
A drugs by officers, must serve 40 
months in jail in addition to a sen¬ 
tence he is already serving for rob¬ 
bery and theft. 


He had previously admitted two 
charges of possessing Class A drugs 
with intent to supply in relation to 
the discovery on the outskirts of 
Oswestry on January 30 last year. 

When officers searched the car 
they found 79 wraps of cocaine, 
nine wraps of heroin and one wrap 
of mixed white and brown powder. 

The drugs were concealed inside 
Kinder Eggs, Shrewsbury Crown 


Court was told.The court heard that 
each of the wraps would have had 
a street value of £10, with a total 
value of £890. 

McNeill, 28, of Dundonald Street, 
Birkenhead, had his mobile phone 
seized, where police found messages 
relating to the supply of drugs. 

In March, McNeill had been 
jailed at Mold Crown Court for 
robbery and theft at Greatorex 


Store at Llanrhaeadr ym Mochant, 
near Oswestry, last April, where 
he threatened the assistant with 
an imitation gun. He was jailed for 
four years and three months at that 
court. James Spotswood, of New 
Ferry, the Wirral, the driver of the 
car, was found to be carrying £235. 
Sentencing on Spotswood for drugs 
and knife possession charges will 
take place next year.

Thousands oppose revamp 
of area's recycling services

MORE than 3,000 people have signed a petition against plans to 
close a number of recycling centres. 

The 3,105 name petition was handed in to Powys County Council. Council 
plans could see the closure of the recycling centre at Welshpool. 

The council says it is looking to save almost £30 million up until 2019 and one of the 
proposed savings is to reduce the amount of household waste and recycling centres in the 
county. 

Its consultation on the matter ended last week and a decision is expected early in 2017. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet member for recycling said: “We have been consult-

Change the 
law on sites, 
says George 

THE law should be changed to ensure that 
everyone has access to a recycling facility 
within a reasonable distance from their 
home, according to Montgomeryshire AM, 
Russell George. 

In the light of potential closures of sites 
in Welshpool or Newtown, Mr George has 
questioned the Welsh Government’s cabi¬ 
net secretary for the environment, Lesley 
Griffiths, on the measures she proposes to 
take to guarantee that residents in rural 
Powys will have access to recycling facili¬ 
ties without having to make a potential re¬ 
turn journey of more than 80 miles. 

After raising the issue with Mrs Griffiths, 
Mr George said: “Along with many other 
Montgomeryshire residents, I am very con¬ 
cerned at the prospect of losing yet another 
recycling centre in North Powys, either at 
Newtown or Welshpool. As a result of the 
closure of the Potters Yard Recycling Cen¬ 
tre in Machynlleth, some Montgomeryshire 
residents are already expected to travel up 
to 30 miles to their nearest recycling cen¬ 
tre. 

“Should further household recycling cen¬ 
tres close, it will mean significant inconven¬ 
ience to many residents and some may be 
left with an unacceptable 80-mile round 
trip to use the recycling services provided 
by Powys County Council.” 

The AM believes laws which states that 
local authorities have a statutory obligation 
to provide its residents with at least one fa¬ 
cility need to be updated. 


and recycling centres, which are currently 
located in Brecon, Llandegley, Newtown, 
Welshpool and Ystradgynlais. 

“We have been consulting on a number of 
options including closure of up to two sites, 
reducing the opening days of the sites, and 
potential charges for some waste such as 
soil and rubble, plasterboard and other DIY 
waste. As part of our long-term plans, we 
have set aside capital investment for secur¬ 
ing council owned waste facilities so we can 
improve bulking facilities for the kerbside 
recycling material and our house waste and 
recycling sites across the county. 

“No decisions have been taken over the 
future of the household waste and recycling 
centres and the consultation findings will 
be considered by cabinet in the New Year.” 

Welshpool campaigner Richard Church 
said: “The response to our petition has 
been overwhelming. People just cannot be¬ 
lieve that the council could close Potters’ 
recycling centres while at the same time 
saying they want us to recycle more. 

“Our research has shown that if these 
closures go ahead then Powys will have the 
worst provision of recycling centres of any 
rural council in Wales. 

“People will have further to travel and 
the remaining recycling centre will struggle 
to cope with the demand, leading to an in¬ 
crease in fly-tipping and more waste going 
to landfill. 

“Powys Council’s consultation has fin¬ 
ished but our campaign continues. We will 
be encouraging people to write to the coun¬ 
cil to express their views and to lobby their 
own councillor to vote against closures.” 

Angry protesters recently packed into a 
public meeting called by Welshpool Town 
Council to oppose Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s plans. Newtown town councillor David 
Selby said: “The Newtown centre is a vital 
resource for the town and surrounding 
areas to enable proper recycling of house¬ 
hold waste. The implications of closure are 
serious and we urge Powys council to with¬ 
draw the proposal immediately.”

MORE mis-heard musicians.

Nobody in the shop had 
heard of Fat Swallow. 

ANOTHER Countryfile (BBC1), 
another taste-testing of country 
fayre, this time duck and greens. 
As always, the presenters de¬ 
clared the stuff to be delicious. 
Once, just once, wouldn’t you 
love to see John Craven spit 
something out? 

SPEED humps in the road 
save lives, right? Apparently not. 
Clean-air campaigners claim the 
slowing-down and speeding-up 
caused by “sleeping policemen” 
actually increase harmful emis¬ 
sions, contributing to the 25,000 
- 50,000 deaths (the figures 
seems to change every week) 
blamed on diesel emissions. So 
it’s out with humps and in with 
safer air.

Such reports tend to flutter 
around for a day or two and then 
vanish without trace as we try to 
convince ourselves that all is well 
in our happy, matey, multicultural 
society. Deep down, we know it 
isn’t. 

YOU cannot stamp out unac¬ 
ceptable behaviour without first 
explaining that it is wrong, and 
then doing something positive 
to make the point - up to and 
including prosecution.

Nicola Hill won the prize in the 
award’s outstanding bravery cate¬ 
gory after donating a kidney to save 
the life of her husband Adrian. 

The couple now raise money for the 
British Kidney Patient Association. 

Nicola was one of several winners of a 
Pride of Shropshire award, organised by 
the Chronicle’s sister paper The Shrop¬ 
shire Star. 

The Oswestry woman transformed her 
husband’s life by donating one of her kid¬ 
neys. 

Adrian, who was born with one kidney, 
needed dialysis treatment three times a 
week for four hours at a time. 

But thanks to Nicola donating one 
of her kidneys, the future looks much 
brighter indeed. 

They have raised nearly £5,000 for the 
British Kidney Patient Association with 
a race night and treasure hunt as well 
as sending out teddy bears for people to 
guess the names. 

Gobowen life-saver Kelli Smith was 
runner-up in the outstanding bravery 
section. 

Kelli didn’t think twice before diving in 
to save the life of a swimmer who got into 
difficulty at the pool where she works as 
a lifeguard. 

Brave Kelli carried out her life-saving 
effort at the pool at the Derwen College 
in Gobowen. She brought him to the sur-

face and then gave him CPR, saving his 
life. 

Kelli was nominated for a Pride of 
Shropshire award by Andrew Harris, 
deputy chief executive of Derwen Col¬ 
lege, which caters for people with dis¬ 
abilities. 

The student Kelli rescued returned to 
college after a week’s recuperation and 
continues to attend Kelli’s swimming 
lessons. 

The chosen finalists along with the 
category sponsors were invited to a spe¬ 
cial awards ceremony at Shrewsbury 
Town FC to hear the overall winners 


announced. The Rev Jeff Hancocks, an 
unpaid minister at Dovaston United 
Reformed Church, took the community 
champion title. 

He has created clubs for the elderly, 
teenagers, parents and toddlers. 

A charity worker who bravely over¬ 
came serious illness to help others with 
the same condition took top spot at the 
awards. 

Carrie Fulcher, from Priorslee in Tel¬ 
ford, was named as the overall winner 
at the glittering reception. 

For the first time since the awards 
were launched by the Shropshire Star 


eight years ago, the winners were se¬ 
lected by our readers who voted using 
tokens printed in the newspaper. Read¬ 
ers were impressed by the way Carrie, 
who had a needless brain operation after 
being wrongly diagnosed, overcame her 
difficulties to form the Hope for Hypo¬ 
thalamic Hamartomas UK charity. 

Shropshire Star editor Martin Wright 
said it had been humbling to hear so 
many stories of courage and kindness, 
adding: “The standard of entries this 
year was exceedingly high, and every 
one of the 26 finalists would have a jus¬ 
tifiable claim to the title.”

In 2014, the resident artist and 
sculptor at the British Ironwork 
Centre in Oswestry, Alfie Brad¬ 
ley, began the Save a Life Sur¬ 
render Your Knife project. Two 
years later and the Knife Angel 
Statue, created as a national 
monument against violence and 
aggression, is almost finished. It 
is a 27ft high sculpture, created 
with 100,000 knives surrendered 
and collected in nationwide am¬ 
nesties in 2015/2016. 

Police recorded offences in¬ 
volving the use of knives or 
sharp instruments increased by 
nine per cent to 29,306 offenc¬ 
es last year. The largest contrib¬ 
utor to the total rise was West 
Midlands Police, accounting for 
18 per cent of the increase. We 
have seen a general downward 
trend over the longer-term, but 
these weapons are often used 
in a number of terrible crimes, 
including attempted murder, 
robbery and assault with injury 
or intent to cause serious harm. 

The British Ironwork Centre 
began the project to raise aware¬ 
ness of the issue of knife crime 
throughout the UK and supplied 
knife banks to the 43 police forc¬ 
es across the country, including 
Northern Ireland, Wales and 
Scotland. Now 37 police forces 
have contributed, including West 
Mercia. The campaign has gone 
on to succeed its first pledge in 
providing sufficient amnesty/sur¬ 
render bins and banks to accom¬ 
plish the removal of the 100,000 
street knives. The second pledge 
was to ensure that all 43 police 
constabularies instigated and 
donated their weaponry from 
their areas. The centre have 
still to persuade some forces to 
support the national campaign 
thoroughly with the contribution 
of their weapons. The chairman 
of the BIC, Clive Knowles, Alfie 
Bradley and the 37 police forces 
should be congratulated for their 
work. The centre have declared 
that without ensuring that the 
monument has genuinely facili¬ 
tated and inspired forces to initi¬ 
ate amnesties and surrenders, it 
will not release the monument to 
the country. 

The Fourth Plinth in Trafalgar 
Square was built in 1841 and was 
meant to hold a statue of William 
IV but, due to insufficient funds, 
remained empty. The campaign 
having reached 100,000 knives, 
has now pledged to continue 
until they reach a quarter of a 
million. Their next campaign will 
involve assisting UK forces in the 
surrender of firearms and creat¬ 
ing a new monument. 

The Knife Angel Statue is the 
only memorial ever created with 
the Home Office and so many 
police forces working together. 
It deserves to be on the Fourth 
Plinth. The statue was created 
to raise awareness of knife crime 
and there can be no better place 
for it than one of the most promi¬ 
nent spots in our capital city.

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CAN I LEAVE MY HALF OF THE MARITAL HOME TO OUR 

CHILDREN? 

Q: My husband and I own our property jointly. However, I am concerned that if I die before him the ownership of our property would pass solely to him and if he 
remarried his new wife could inherit our property and our children could be left with nothing. Is there any way I can arrange matters so that my children inherit 
my half of the house? 

A: It sounds as if you and your husband own your property as Joint Tenants, which means that if one of you dies the other becomes the sole owner. The alternative 
arrangement to this is to sever the Joint Tenancy so that you become Tenants in Common. As Tenants in Common you will each own 50% of the property and if 
you wanted to you could gift your 50% to your children in your Will. 

In order to sever the current Tenancy you have to issue a Notice of Severance to your husband. A certified copy of the Notice of Severance should be kept with 
your property deeds. It can also be registered with the Land Registry. 

If you own the property as Tenants in Common, then upon your death your half of the property will pass in accordance with your wishes as stated in your Will. If 
you die without a Will the rules of intestacy would apply. It is therefore imperative for you to make a Will if you wish your children to benefit from your half of the 
property. In the Will you can gift your share of the property to them and give your husband a right of occupation until his death. It would be advisable to seek legal 
advice before taking this route to make sure it is suitable for your circumstances. 

All family legal aid is, however, still subject to an assessment of the applicant’s income and capital means. You should consult a family lawyer as soon as possible.

Sceptical about windfarms' viability 


REGARDING proposals for several wind- 
farms in Powys I am very sceptical about 
their viability, having worked in the con¬ 
struction industry for over 40 years on a 
combination of projects from hospitals to 
nuclear air raid shelters. 

I am not a pontificating professor, more 
a pragmatic participant. I do know a few 
facts about wind turbines though. Take the 
Vesta V90, it has a 262 ft tower, the blades 
included they hit 410 ft. If it’s on a high hill 
this can be 2,000 ft above sea level. With 
wind coming in at 50 mph it needs a lot, a 
very lot of underground foundation to hold 
it up, 3,000 tons of concrete in soft soil. 


The earth acts like a sponge when it 
rains, which happens quite a lot in Powys, 
normally the earth then dissipates the 
water slowly to streams and rivers. A hill 
with several turbines means the water 
can’t soak in because of the concrete so 
it will dissipate in other areas at a higher 
rate. Once that concrete is installed it will 
never be removed. 

If you have a house near a stream or river 
that has high levels during intense rain and 
they are planning a windfarm upstream, 
sell up and move. I lived in Ramsbottom in 
Lancashire. The river used to reach high 
levels as it rained more than Powys! 


After the construction of 28 wind tur¬ 
bines on Whittle Pike it got a lot worse. The 
Waterside pub and bridge collapsed into the 
river Irwell last year. Lucky for me I lis¬ 
tened to the pragmatist before it happened 
and moved to Knighton on the side of a hill. 

There is a lot more to put you off wind 
turbines, wind speed deviants, country 
lanes damaged and widened with more 
concrete for the massive trucks to carry 70 
tons, major area disruption, all for inves¬ 
tors who have made billions.There are far 
more sensible alternatives.

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Cat hurt in shooting 


A PET cat had to undergo surgery 
after being shot at with an air gun in 
a village near Oswestry. 

Police are investigating the attack and 
have asked anyone with information 
about the incident in Weston Rhyn to 
come forward. 

Images have also been released of the air gun 
pellet lodged in one of the cat’s rear legs. 

Police officers from Oswestry said the cat, 
called Tigger, was shot sometime between 
1.30pm and 2.30pm on Friday last week. 

The attack happened in the Meads area of 
Weston Rhyn. 


According to the owner, the cat always stays 
local when she is home. 

Police say it is thought that the offender ei¬ 
ther lives within the Meads or was associating 
with people there or visiting an address there. 

Tigger had to undergo surgery to remove the 
pellet from a rear leg. 

Officers say the attack has caused unneces¬ 
sary suffering to the cat and the owner. 

The pellet has been retained for forensic 
evaluation, police officers have said. 

Anyone with information about the air gun 
attack on the cat should call police on the non 
emergency 101 number quoting the incident 
number 0643S 021216. 

PDSA vets recently said they are seeing more 


and more pets injured by weapons, including 
air guns, every year. 

The charity urged pet owners to be watchful 
and always report incidents to the police, press 
and vets to publicise the problem and save fe¬ 
line lives. 

In 2012, the RSPCA received a total of 799 
calls regarding air gun incidents. 

As cats are relatively small, even compared 
to a small dog, they have less tissue to soak up 
the energy produced by the pellet, making in¬ 
ternal damage much greater. One of the great¬ 
est dangers a gun shot victim can experience 
is the risk of infection. In an animal this is 
caused by contaminated fur being pulled into 
the wound by the pellet entering the body.

AM calls for action to 
help business owners

THE Welsh Government should 
use the economic levers at its 
disposal to take small business¬ 
es out of business rates alto¬ 
gether, according to Montgom¬ 
eryshire AM, Russell George. 

Business rates have been devolved 
to Wales since 2015. 

Mr George led a debate in the National 
Assembly for Wales which recognised the 
massive contribution which SMEs and the 
retail industry make to the Welsh economy 
and called on the Welsh Government to 
make fundamental reforms to the outdated 
system of business rates. 

Mr George showed a video clip of small 
business owners from across Wales telling 
how their businesses have been adversely 
affected by the burden of business rates. 

Following the debate, Mr George said: “I 
have been contacted by small business own¬ 
ers from Newtown, Welshpool and across 
Montgomeryshire who are pleading with 
the Welsh Government to listen to them in 
calling for fundamental reform of this out¬ 
dated business rates system. 

“Many Mid Wales businesses will now be 
questioning why a key election pledge by 
the Labour Party to deliver a tax cut for 
all small businesses has not been delivered. 
Instead, small businesses across Wales are 
now set to be hit by large increases in their 
rates, with no rises in rate relief bands to 
cushion the blow. This is in direct contrast 
to the situation in England whereby the 
UK Government have announced plans to 
increase rate relief for small firms, to en¬ 
sure that no company with a rateable value 
of less than £12,000 would pay rates at all.”

A WOMAN from Morda near 
Oswestry has been appointed a 
hospital’s dementia champion. 

Emma Aplin has been made Wrex¬ 
ham’s Spire Yale private hospital’s 
dementia and will lead a team set up 
to ensure anyone with Alzheimer’s 
disease or other forms of dementia has 
their problem recognised. 

Emma is an operating department prac¬ 
titioner in the hospital’s operating theatres 
which carry out more than 2,200 operations 
a year. 

Her job is to support patients and the 
surgical team from the pre-operative phase 
through to recovery but now she has also 
taken on an extra role in leading the sup¬ 
port they give to patients with dementia. 

The mother-of-two said: “We have a real 
commitment to all our patients here and 
that has led us to put a dementia pathway 
in place so that not only can we help people 
suffering with dementia but we can also 
pick up undiagnosed cases. We wanted to 
put something in place to make sure we 
could tell if someone has dementia and we 
offer this to anyone over the age of 80 if 
they want it. 

“It’s definitely something that’s on the 
increase. 

“Last year we had two cases of people 
with dementia and already this year we 
have had six or seven and it’s important to 
be able to recognise it.” 

She has done the Level Two course in 
dementia care and the hospital keeps its 
team up to speed with lectures and train¬ 
ing and offers patients, particularly those 
with more advanced dementia, a wristband

warning on 
psychoactive 
substances 

EMERGENCY services are strug¬ 
gling to cope with people falling ill 
after taking psychoactive substances 
- formerly legal highs. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service, 
which covers Shropshire, said the sub¬ 
stances cause staff challenges because 
it isn’t always clear what exactly peo¬ 
ple have taken. 

A new law was introduced six 
months ago banning their sale or sup¬ 
ply but paramedics have said it has 
not made any significant difference. 

Murray MacGregor, spokesman for 
West Midlands Ambulance Service, 
said although the trust did not have 
exact figures relating to people who 
had taken psychoactive substances, 
those who do pose problems for the 
service. 

Mr MacGregor pointed out that 
unless those who dial for the emer¬ 
gency services state the patient needs 
treatment relating to taking a specific 
substance, calls are clubbed under one 
category. 

He said: “We do see people taken ill 
after taking psychoactive substances, 
previously known as legal highs, and 
it can cause us difficulty as we have 
no idea what substances patients have 
tak en.” _

Trust approves purchase of two hi-tech 
MRI scanners to replace old equipment 


Staff praised 
for admitting 
to mistakes 

HEALTH bosses at Shropshire’s two main 
hospitals have praised staff for admitting 
mistakes following a number of “never 
events”. 

A variety of foreign objects were left in¬ 
side patients in “never events” - named 
because they are mistakes that should 
never happen. 

Dr Edwin Borman, medical director at 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, said it was a “concern” that six 
“never events” had been reported since 
September 2015. 

He said: “There are certain issues that 
we have picked up. 

“They all happened after relatively 
minor procedures. These are procedures 
people have done 1,000 of times before. 

“People sometimes get used to them, 
lose focus and move to the subconscious. 

“That is when mistakes happen. 

“The clinical teams have recognised the 
real seriousness of this. 

“One surgeon was in tears about what 
had happened. 

“Staff should be commended on the 
willingness to report the ‘never events’ 
and seek to learn so the same mistakes do 
not happen again. What we need to do is 
learn from these never events and move 
forward. It is particularly disappointing 
that we have had these ‘never events’ 
after more than three years of none at all 
in our trust.” 

The most recent three “never events” 
involved guide wire and ribbon gauze 
being left in patients. 

MP backs A&E 
in county town 

SOUTH Shropshire’s MP and health min¬ 
ister has welcomed the decision to rec¬ 
ommend Shrewsbury as the location for 
Shropshire’s main A&E unit. 

Philip Dunne, MP for Ludlow and Min¬ 
ister for Health - second only to Health 
Secretary Jeremy Hunt - previously said 
Shrewsbury was his preferred location if 
the county was only to have one emer¬ 
gency centre. 

He said: “I am pleased that the Future 
Fit programme board has now made its 
recommendations on its preferred option 
to sustain emergency care in the county 
for the future. 

“These will now go forward to Shrop¬ 
shire and Telford CCGs for their separate 
board meetings to decide whether to take 
forward for public consultation. 

“As the local MP for the whole of south 
Shropshire, I support the choice of Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital for the emergency 
trauma centre, given its central location 
in the county. I also support retaining an 
emergency centre at Princess Royal Hos¬ 
pital in Telford to handle the vast majority 
of attendances, other than the most acute 
cases. 

“I also am keen to see the commitment 
to improving community care across 
Shropshire which is an important compo¬ 
nent to transforming emergency care.” 

Push to end 
patient delays 

A MAJOR drive to get patients home fast¬ 
er is being launched in Shropshire’s two 
main hospitals this week. 

Simon Wright, chief executive of 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, said non-urgent meetings were 
being cancelled and teams from across the 
trust will work towards fewer delays in 
the system. 

Mr Wright said: “It is always easy to say 
what somebody else can do to make things 
better and avoid doing anything yourself. 

“We have to look at how we do our 
treatment planning. Next week we are 
going to do ‘red and green week’. 

“A red day is when we have a patient in 
a ward and we cannot see anything that is 
happening that day that is adding value 
to that patient to allow them to go home 
quicker. A green day is when we can see 
that value.” 

He added: “I am also going to arrange 
to have a meeting with the other groups to 
discuss winter and make sure we have the 
right support in place because we don’t 
want patients to be in corridors or sleep¬ 
ing in A&E overnight as we are not able 
to create enough beds. We need to look at 
that.” 


NEW scanners used to diagnose a range of 
medical conditions are urgently needed to re¬ 
place machines that are more than 11 years 
old, health bosses have said. 

Shrewsbury and Telford NHS Hospitals 
Trust’s current MRI scanners are “not able 
to provide a reliable service” due to multiple 
breakdowns. 

At a board meeting of the trust, officials ap¬ 
proved plans to buy two new MRI scanners in 
order to replace their old machines which do 
not use the latest technology. 

An MRI scanner can be used to examine al¬ 
most any part of the body and the results of a 
scan can be used to help diagnose conditions, 
plan treatments, and assess how effective pre¬ 
vious treatment has been.

TWO million pounds that was sup¬ 
posed to help Shropshire’s hospi¬ 
tals through the winter has failed to 
be paid - because the region’s NHS 
has run out of money. 

Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and Tel¬ 
ford’s Princess Royal Hospital are 29 
beds short of the capacity they need to 
meet extra demand. 

But a cash crisis has deprived the hospi¬ 
tals of funding they need to pay for the beds. 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, 
which runs the hospitals, is now looking for 
ways to find the extra cash. Its chief executive 
Simon Wright admitted the crisis after being 
questioned by Save the NHS campaigner Gill 
George at a board meeting. 

She claimed Shropshire Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group had not given any money to 
help the hospitals. The body is currently head¬ 
ing for a £26 million deficit and was placed in 
special measures because of its finances. 

Ms George said: “Shropshire CCG was 
awarded £1.9 million for winter pressures. But 
they were only allowed to spend £500,000 and 
£1.4 milli on got lost in the system.” 

Mr Wright said: “We were supposed to get 
£3 million to help with winter pressures. 

“We were given £1 million from Telford’s 
CCG and that is it. The consequence is the sit¬ 
uation is worsening.” 

Pressure on A&E departments has led to an 
increase in the number of cancelled operations 
and increased waiting times in recent years. 

The hospitals trust has already set aside 
funding of £1.7 million to cover the winter and 
has identified ways to create 63 beds. 

As part of the system winter plan, it is 
appealing for other health groups to offer 
schemes to create the other 29 beds needed. 

Mr Wright said the winter pressure money 
was mostly being used to fund more staff to 
cope with the demand. 

He said: “We have converted some of our day 
case wards that usually run until 7pm into an 
emergency ward staffed 24 hours a day. There 
is quite a large cost to fund the extra nursing 
and doctors there. We have also extended some 
areas that were open five days a week to seven 
days a week. 

“We have just appointed two locum A&E 
consultants and we have appointed additional 
respiratory physicians as well because 40 per 
cent of cases in the winter are respiratory 
cases. One of those people will also be working 
in the community to try and help patients to 
stay well at home.” 


A MEDICAL director has insisted the Future 
Fit programme is not about cuts. 

Mark Cheetham, care group medical di¬ 
rector for scheduled care at Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust, said the way the 
hospitals work needs to change. 

He said: “The two hospital set-ups are not 
the best option and this needs to be changed 
to solve recruitment problems.” 

Mr Cheetham said he recently visited North¬ 
umbria to see their new emergency centre.

Keep cosy in cold climate

We all might be getting excited in the 
Oswestry and Welshpool area about 
Christmas coming, but health bosses 
are also reminding us to take care of 
ourselves, and each other, during the 
cold winter months. 

The message from NHS England and Public 
Health England is “Stay Well This Winter”. 

It campaign aims to encourage people most 
at risk from cold weather, including those with 
long-term health conditions and the over 65s, to 
prepare for the lower temperatures. 

About 25,000 more people die over the 
course of each winter compared to other times 
of the year and there are a range of conditions 
worsened by the cold weather. Exposure to 
cold indoor or outdoor temperatures increases 
blood pressure, thereby increasing the risk 
of heart failure, kidney disease, stroke or 
dementia. Cold temperatures can also make 
blood more likely to clot, which can lead to 
heart attacks and stroke. In addition, cold 
can also affect the respiratory system, which 
reduces the lung’s ability to fight off infection 
explaining why lower temperatures are linked 
with bronchitis and pneumonia. 

Experts are advising people to heat their 
homes to at least 18C (65F) and to look out for 
those at increased risk of illness over the winter 
months. Cold and damp homes can contribute 
to poor mental health and social isolation, 
which are also key factors in increased winter 
deaths and disease. One study showed that 
residents of the 25 per cent coldest homes 
have around a 20 per cent greater risk of dying 
during the winter months than those in the 
warmest homes.

Household goods 
cause of call-outs 

HOUSEHOLD goods including wash¬ 
ing machines, tumble dryers and 
toasters were the cause of firefight¬ 
ers being called out to more than 340 
blazes in Shropshire over two years. 

Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service 
were called out 348 times to such fires 
between April 2014 and March this 
year, new figures show. 

There were 276 call-outs to fires 
involving cooking appliances over the 
two years. 

Blazes involving washing machines 
in the county stood at 23, while there 
were 31 fires involving tumble dryers. 

Six fires involved fridge freezers, 
eight involved dish washers and four 
call-outs were because of spin dryer 
fires. 

On more than 80 occasions, the fires 
were caused by faulty equipment, a 
faulty appliance or a faulty fuel sup¬ 
ply- 

Other fires were caused by cookers 
and tumble dryers overheating, equip¬ 
ment not being used properly or while 
people were cooking. 

Unemployment is 
on the rise again 

UNEMPLOYMENT in Shropshire 
has risen for the fourth consecutive 
quarter. 

The number of people out of work 
in Shropshire rose to 1,990 in October. 
While the increase is slight once again, 
it comes at a time when many tempo¬ 
rary jobs are being created by retailers 
in the run-up to Christmas. 

Nationally, unemployment fell 
by 37,000 to 1.6 million in the three 
months to September, the figures 
from the Office for National Statistics 
show, taking the figure to a 10-year 
low. But the national figures also show 
signs of a cooling in the jobs market, 
as UK-wide claimant count increased 
by 9,800 in September to 803,300.

THE chief constable of West Mercia 
Police has welcomed moves to double 
the number of penalty points that will 
be handed to motorists using their 
mobile phones behind the wheel. 

Anthony Banham made the com¬ 
ments after almost 120 drivers were 
caught in the act in first three days of 
of police crackdown. 

He said a month-long operation to 
catch drivers had seen the force issue 
fixed penalty tickets to 118 people in 
the first three days, including eight 
drivers who were actually parked 
outside a police station. Under Gov¬ 
ernment proposals drivers caught will 
have six penalty points put on their 
licence rather than the current three. 

Mr Bangham said: “This is ex¬ 
tremely worrying that there seems 
to be a social acceptance, a blatant 
disregard for this law. Using mobile 
phones is as bad as drink-driving. 

“You can kill people. In fact people 
are dying on our roads. We are carry¬ 
ing out an enforcement operation and 
in the first three days we ticketed 118 
people.”

A privilege to follow in 
footsteps of Livingstone 


BAROTSELAND, as my respect¬ 
fully yellowed and treasured 19th 
century Central African map 
likes to call it, is an area encom¬ 
passing present-day Zambia and 
Northern Zimbabwe. 

I do not hark back to its colonial ti¬ 
tle for any imperial sense of nostalgia 
but because that expanse of bush is a 
treasure trove of natural and human 
history. 

It contains within it flat savannah, thick 
scrub, dappled ebony forests, vast lakes and 
malarial swamps. 

The region is also famous for two truly 
awesome rivers. 

Let’s journey to the first of these. 

Picture the scene... 

The sun is still a mere glimmer on the ho¬ 
rizon, but it will not be suppressed for long, 
not in this part of the world. The dawn is 
cold and you are glad to have slept in your 
walking trousers and thick sweater. The 
Cape Turtle dove is calling its melodic yet 
repetitive notes in a vague hope of hasten¬ 
ing the sun’s advance. 

The baboons who you slept beside be¬ 
neath the fig trees of the scrubby wait-a-bit 
thorns have already climbed high up into 
their branches, pre-empting the first cast¬ 
ing of the forthcoming rays. You flex weary 
limbs and break camp as the first of these 
begin gleaming in the east. It is not far to 
your goal but you know it was not wise to 
flounder through this bush by night; the 
fresh hyena tracks lie testament to that. 

You are sure of your heading, you can 
hear it. 

A few more steps. Suddenly you are 
there. You look out over a beautiful and 
vast vista, the golden light shimmering

like a billion diamonds, this most precious 
of substances, here in a parched and baked 
land. 

A hippo snorts in the deep channel and 
a pair of Egyptian geese (presumably lost) 
erupt from below your feet. There are green 
islands and sandbars where crocodiles have 
followed the baboons’ lead and begun their 
sun bathing. 

Our own swallows zip across the surface 
and on the far bank a herd of buffalo drink. 

You step to your right without looking 
and tread in a neat collection of desiccated, 
partly digested grass. 

I was in heaven...and elephant dung. 

I peered downstream and saw water va¬ 
pour erupting as if shot high into the air by 
a mighty geyser. 

A few moments later and I was showered 
in crystals of this pummelled river, the 
mighty Zambezi, as it was hurled over the 
Victoria Falls, an incredible sight. 

I was not alone in my enjoyment of this, 
one of the true wonders of the world, for I 
was following a man of whom I had read 
much and wanted to learn more. 

Unfortunately I was 133 years too late. 

The explorer and missionary David Liv¬ 
ingstone made his most successful journey 
to this river and gazed upon (and famously 
named) the Victoria Falls in humbled won¬ 
der. But Barotseland holds a more macabre 
key to the great man too. For Livingstone 
there was one question he had to answer; 
where and what was the source of the Nile? 
After meeting and then leaving Stanley, he

continued his search for the Nile’s source 
and based himself in Northern Barotseland. 
It was here in 1873 that his body, racked 
with dysentery and hookworm finally gave 
out. He was in the midsts of the Bangweulu 
Swamps, one of the world’s greatest wet¬ 
lands. He had puzzled over the possibility 
of whether this was or was not the source 
of the Nile but either way he believed the 
Bangweulu Swamps to be significant. After 
a torturous journey, his two loyal servants, 
Chuma and Susi brought his body back to 
England where it now lies in Westminster 


Abbey. But it is not whole. The site is dif¬ 
ficult to get to and lies far from the main 
road, but it is possible. 

In a little village called Ilala there is 
a small memorial. Below it is buried the 
heart of Dr David Livingstone. And the 
Bangweulu? Indeed Livingstone had not 
discovered the headwaters of the Nile, in¬ 
stead he died unknowingly at the source of 
the monumental Congo. 

Ben will be exhibiting his artwork in 
Shrewsbury Town Square this Satur¬ 
day and the next. 


County's mental 25 
health spending 
'among lowest' 

SPENDING in Shropshire on the mental health of chil¬ 
dren and young people is among the lowest in England. 

Research from the Royal College of Psychiatrists has re¬ 
vealed that NHS commissioners in Shropshire are spending 
£10.96 per head on the mental health of children and young 
people under 18, excluding eating disorders. 

Shropshire is in the bottom 25 for spending on child and 
adolescent mental health in England. 

Sir Simon Wessely, president of the Royal College of Psy¬ 
chiatrists, has called on people to question commissioners 
about child mental health spending. 

But officials at Shropshire Clinical Commissioning Group 
insisted they were committed to launching new services in 
the coming months. 

Commissioners in Shropshire have allocated £10.96 per 
head on mental health services for the children and young 
people in their area for the whole of the 2016/17 financial 
year. Including spending on eating disorders, the figure is 
£16.15. 

Shropshire plans to spend just 1.67 per cent of its total 
mental health budget 2016/17 on services for children and 
young people. 

This figure increases marginally to 2.45 per cent when 
eating disorder services are included. 

Richard Caddy, spokesman for Shropshire CCG, said: 
“Shropshire CCG is very aware of the importance of mental 
health for children and young people. 

“Earlier this year the CCG, in partnership with Telford 
& Wrekin CCG, carried out an extensive engagement ex¬ 
ercise with young service users, their parents, carers and 
health professionals with a view to developing a new Emo¬ 
tional Health and Wellbeing Service for Children that will 
launch in 2017. 

“The new service will create an opportunity to improve 
how services for children and young people are organised 
and delivered in order to provide improved outcomes. 

“The procurement process is ongoing and although we 
cannot give further details currently we plan to do so in 
the near future.” 

Sir Simon said: “Our analysis shows that in many areas 
of the country, the proportion of money that CCGs are 
planning to spend on the mental health of our children and 
young people seems negligible. 

“We urge commissioners to ensure that the extra money 
that they have received for these vitally needed services is 
passed on.” 

The Government has pledged to invest in child and ado¬ 
lescent mental health services.

Disney hits gold again

THE female empowerment of 
Frozen gets a Polynesian makeo¬ 
ver in this joyful rites-of-passage 
animation. 

It’s peppered with infectious songs 
composed by Lin-Manuel Miranda, Opetaia 
Foa’i and Mark Mancina. Directors Ron 
Clements and John Musker, who previously 
fashioned The Little Mermaid and Aladdin, 
rediscover their golden touch on land and 
at sea, with breathtaking visuals including 
dazzling water effects. They also wedge 
tongues firmly in cheek by poking fun at the 
lead character’s stern assertion she isn’t an 
archetypal Disney heroine. 

“If you wear a dress and have an animal 
sidekick, you’re a princess,” quips a demi¬ 
god, who joins her on this memorable 
odyssey into the magical unknown. 

The key message of Frozen - that girls 
don’t need a handsome prince to achieve 
their happily ever after - is reaffirmed and 
the script incorporates the now obligatory 
smattering of pop culture references, like 
when the same demi-god scrawls a mes¬ 
sage with a rooster and deadpans: “When 
you write with a bird, it’s called tweeting.” 

The songbook might lack a karaoke ear- 
worm akin to Let It Go - parents, you can 
breathe easy - but the film still boasts some 
terrific compositions, particularly the solo 
offerings of Miranda, who won numerous 
Tony awards for the musical Hamilton. 

Moana Waialiki (voiced by Auli’i Craval- 
ho) is the daughter of Chief Tui (Temuera 
Morrison) and has been groomed since 
birth to lead her people on the island of 
Motunui. 

However, she feels a strong calling to the 
sea which angers her father, who believes 
the tropical paradise can sustain their tribe. 



Tenacious teenager Moana (voice of Auli’i Cravalho) recruits a demigod named Maui (voice of Dwayne Johnson) to help 


Moana’s wise grandmother Tala (Rachel 
House) fills the girl’s head with wild stories 
about the demi-god Maui, who stole the 
heart of the island goddess Te Fiti and lost 
this precious green stone during a battle 
with ferocious lava demon Te Ka. 

The old woman encourages Moana to 
seek out Maui and restore Te Fiti’s missing 
heart in order to bring prosperity to the 
island. With the wind in her sail and a 


witless rooster called Heihei (Alan Tudyk) 
by her side, Moana ventures over the reef 
for the first time in search of Maui (Dwayne 
Johnson). Moana is another solid gold hit 
from Disney’s animation studio, marrying 
self-realisation and broad comedy to dizzy¬ 
ing effect. 

A trippy interlude with a singing coconut 
crab (Jemaine Clement) in the underwater 
Realm of the Monsters is a highlight. 


Johnson embraces his role with comic 
gusto, including a fine rendition of the 
self-congratulatory anthem You’re Wel¬ 
come, and Cravalho imbues her gung-ho 
seafarer with tenderness and determination. 

Moana is preceded by Leo Matsuda’s 
exquisite animated short Inner Workings, 
which journeys inside the body of one hap¬ 
less office worker to explore the literal battle 
between head and heart for supremacy.

NISSAN QASHQAI 1.6 DIG-T163 TEKNA MANUAL, £25,930 


Build quality is good and it is spacious enough for three passengers in the rear

It’s a multi award-winner and you can see 
why. Nissan’s Qashqai has more than 
proved itself as a capable family car since it 
first hit our roads almost 10 years ago and 
began our love of the crossover. 

Back then it was quite a move for Nissan 
and one which several other manufacturers 
quickly followed. It led the way in the 
crossover segment creating the SUV Qashqai 
when the Japanese marque wanted to replace 
the Almera, its popular family hatchback. 
There were plenty of smallish 4x4s but with 
that came the added expense of getting that 
ability when the majority of buyers would 
rarely, if ever, need it. But at the same time 
families wanted something with a little more 
road presence than a hatch and also a feeling 
of safety created by a higher-riding, rugged 
looking car. And so came the Qashqai. 

Now it could have been a bit of a disaster, 
producing a car from such a concept. But 
engineers at Nissan hit on success with their 
first ever attempt a decade ago and have not 
looked back since. 

It is Nissan’s most successful vehicle to date 
with over one million sales since launch and 
was the first model to be styled by Nissan 
Design Europe in London, with engineering 
development led by Nissan Technical Centre 
Europe (NTCE) in Cranfield, Bedfordshire. 

And built at the super efficient Nissan plant in 
Sunderland. Continued production in the UK 
was in doubt after Brexit but the company has 
now committed to the Sunderland plant for 
the next generation due late next year or early 
2018, along with the X-Trail. All excellent for 
British car manufacturing. 



State-of-the-art technology inside 

And so to the car. First things first, handling 
may not be the sharpest but it does the job 
very well along with low noise levels both 
from wind and tyre rumble (especially on 
motorways) and good ride comfort. And the 
six-speed manual box is slick and responsive. 
Build quality is good and it is spacious 
enough for three passengers in the rear 
although headroom for those who break six 
foot many feel a little tight. 

Technology is advanced with state-of-the- 
art features including a safety shield which 
provides eight different safety systems with 
around view monitor, blind spot warning, 
moving object detection and driver attention 
alert. 

The around view monitor has four cameras 
that give you a 360-degree bird’s-eye view 
around your Nissan Qashqai. Selectable 
split-screen close-ups of the front, rear, and 
side views help you avoid annoying parking 
bumps and scrapes. 

NissanConnect apps (where would we be 
without them now!) give you easy access 
to your preferred social media and much 
more. Voice recognition means you can keep 


your eyes on the road and your hands on 
the wheel. On top of that Nissan’s Advanced 
Drive-Assist displays important turn-by-turn 
navigation to helpful driving aids, to audio 
track info, right in your eyeline enabling you to 
focus better on the road ahead. 

There’s a choice of four trim levels and two 
petrol and two diesel options. I tried out the 


DIG-T 163 Tekna manual. This produces 163 
bhp and returns (officially, although I did quite 
close to the figures) 47.1 mpg in a combined 
cycle. 

Short and long journeys were comfortable 
with supportive seats and for the driver extra 
scope to get a good driving position with 
the electrically adjustable seat partnered 


with manual lumbar support - a feature I 
am particularly keen to have to prevent that 
lower back pain you often get after lengthier 
journeys. 

It’s a stylish looking car, well equipped for 
the price tag with a high level of finish inside 
and out. I’m looking forward to experiencing 
the new generation.

Striking modern looks and instantly recognisable as a Ford Mustang 


Mustang a car you want 
to be seen to be driving 

By Graham Breeze FORD MUSTANG 5.0 V8 GT, £35,745 


It’s easy to see why the Ford 
Mustang GT has quickly become 
the UK’s most popular high- 
performance sports coupe. 

With stunning looks and a five-litre V8 
engine under the bonnet this Ford was 
always going to take the sports coupe 
sector by storm despite the best efforts 
of Jaguar, BMW, Porche, Audi and the 
small band of other competitors. 

Mustang arrived to great acclaim 
just over a year ago in Europe creating 
another page in the exciting Ford 
performance story, which continues 
with the success of ST, Fiesta ST200, 
Focus RS and GT. 

There was no looking back after 
6,500 enthusiasts applied to buy the 
all-new Ford GT in the first month - 
with over 500 of them from the UK. And 
the sales success continues at pace. 

The Mustang is just the lift the 
company needed and despite 
striking modern looks it is instantly 
recognisable and as big a head-turner 
that you will in this price range. 

Because the 5.0 V8 GT Fastback 
on test was priced competitively 
at £35,745, though extras such 
as premium paint, a custom pack 
including premium audio system with 
navigation, climate controlled seats, 


reverse parking sensors and 19inch 
multi-spoke alloys took the price up 
to £38,135. But it’s still the cheapest 
5-litre sports car available. 

The downsides of running a car 
like this are running costs of course. 
Because the five-litre unit produces 
299 g/km of emissions and at best 
you’ll be likely to ever average 20mpg, 
which with fuel costs at the pump 
rising at frightening levels is not good. 

Handling 

But the upside is a top speed of 
155mph and 0-62 in just 4.8 seconds 
through a manual box, along with the 
feeling that you are behind the wheel 
of a much more expensive supercar. 
Automatic versions are £1,500 dearer. 

And you have to hand it to the 
engineers at Ford who have come 
up with a chassis delivering superb 
handling, a comfortable ride, genuine 
space for two rear seat passengers 
and a boot that would easily house the 
golf clubs. 

The Mustang stands out in any crowd 
with clear branding on boot and front 
grille and thanks to fully independent 
suspension, a souped up braking 
system and selectable driving modes, 


really does give a safe feeling to driver 
and passengers. 

You get a lot for your money too. 
Power folding door mirrors, 8” 
touchscreen controls, a nine speaker 
surround system, DAB, Bluetooth, 
Ford emergency assistance, 
automatic dipping headlights, 
rain-sensing wipers, reach and rake 
adjustable steering, power controlled 
front seats, a rear view camera and 
automatic temperature control are all 
standard items. 

If anything will disappoint you about 
the first right hand drive Mustang it’s 
probably the quality inside the cabin. 
Ford needed to target the model 
competitively and it’s noticeable that 
the savings were made here - though 
it’s certainly not enough to be a game 
changer situation, just a bit too much 
plastic perhaps. 

Like every new Ford, the Mustang 
comes with a three-year, 60,000-mile 
warranty, which is backed up by one- 
year’s breakdown assistance 

This Mustang is likely to keep Ford 
at the head of the sector sales despite 
high running and insurance costs 
- it’s a car you just want to be seen 
driving.

OSWESTRY’S rugby players end¬ 
ed their long wait for a first win of 
he season when securing a wel¬ 
come 27-16 triumph at derby rivals 
Shrewsbury in the first round of the 
North Mids Shield. 

It has been a tough start to the season for the 
Eagles who, since their promotion to the South 
Lancs and Cheshire One, had lost all 11 league 
games to lie firmly at the foot of the table. 

But they gave themselves a timely boost by 
booking their place in the quarter-finals of the 
North Mids Shield with a stirring display against 
their local rivals. They now host either Wood- 
rush or Upton on Severn in the last eight. 

Shrewsbury started with purpose, with their 
big pack holding sway in the early exchanges, 
but their attacking endeavours were met by ter¬ 
rific defensive resilience from the visitors. 

Going forward, new boy Andrew Aiono showed 
superb skills along with centre Andy Merrett, 
who looked to cut through the home defence 
with telling effect. 

And the Eagles were ahead when good work 
from Ryan Sorrell and scrum half Nick Clay cre¬ 
ated quick ball from the ruck, which was spun 
out to speedy winger Tom Dickson who stormed 
over in the corner for an unconverted score. 

Buoyed by the breakthrough, the Eagles 
started to play with real belief, but Shrewsbury 
had another ideas as they looked to probe for¬ 
ward, with their efforts resulting in their visitors 
conceding a penalty which they kicked to reduce 
the gap to 5-3. 

Both teams produced some good work as they 
looked to take the local bragging rights, with 
Oswestry settling down to show they were going 
to be a tough nut to crack. 

Urged on by captain Andy Smith, the Eagles 
looked to penetrate the Shrewsbury defence with 
a series of rucks and mauls getting closer to the 
hosts’ try line. 

And a second score came from a line-out, with 
the ball quickly passed out to Dickson who again 
showed his speed to outpace the covering de¬ 
fence for another unconverted try in the corner 
to carve a 10-3 advantage at the interval. 

Now with a new confidence not seen in the 
first half of this season, Oswestry started to 
outpace the Shrewsbury men while holding the 
hosts’ big pack at bay. 

Clay was able to produce quick ball to Sor¬ 
rell who again pushed his backs to gain ground, 
while the visitors were denied another break by 
some saw foul play which saw Shrewsbury re¬ 


duced to 14 men for 10 minutes. 

The Eagles were now out mauling the county town 
men, and No8 Rich Owen bulldozed his way through 
the defence to score another terrific score to extend 
the lead. 

A penalty had kept Shrewsbury in the hunt at 15-6, 
and they looked to make more inroads only to be met 
by some resilient defending. 

However, a lack of discipline saw Oswestry have two 
men sin binned in the space of a few minutes, before 
the hosts were awarded a penalty try after 
the visitors conceded a string of penalties. 

With the Os lead now trimmed to 15-13, the tie was 
in the balance, but the visitors responded in fine style, 
putting together some fine moves and offloads. 


Another good throw from Andy Smith to Andy Mer¬ 
rett in the line-out saw the Eagles drive through the 
line with Merrett touching down and sub Louis Mac¬ 
Intyre converting for a 22-13 lead. 

Shrewsbury responded with a penalty, but the Ea¬ 
gles gave themselves sone breathing space when Luca 
Owen Youens launched a strong run from deep, hand¬ 
ing off a string of attempted tackles before going over 
in the corner for a fine solo effort. 

It was a stirring team display from Oswestry, while 
the Lanyon Bowdler man-of-the-match for his out¬ 
standing work rate over the game went to Matt Colee. 

Buoyed by the win, the Eagles return to the league 
games next week away to Widnes, while the second 
string are at home to Macclesfield.

A PENALTY from Paul Griffiths se¬ 
cured Llanfair United’s place in the 
fourth round of the JD Welsh Cup 
for the first time in their history after 
overcoming battling Corwen 1-0 at 
the Mount Field.

Moments later, Dan Kenyon fired 
just wide from 20 yards in a promising openings 
for the home side. 

Corwen, however, sounded a warning when 
going close with Tom Williams smashing a free 
kick just wide of the far post from 25 yards, 
before a dangerous cross was snuffed out by a 
timely clearance from Luke Gethin 

After riding the storm, Llanfair improved and 
the pace of their front runners began to cause 
problems for the Corwen defence. 

And they took the lead on 31 minutes when 
Andrew Hughes was upended as he made his 
way into the penalty area and Griffiths coolly 
stepped up to convert from the spot. 

Scrappy 

Llanfair began the second half strongly and 
created some good chances, with Ryan Davies 
going close with a headed effort from a corner 
and Andrew Hughes just wide form six yards. 

With the tie becoming increasingly scrappy, 
Hughes was again presented with a golden op¬ 
portunity, but failed to steer his header on target. 

James Davies then raced through on 70 min¬ 
utes, chipped the keeper, but the ball went ago¬ 
nisingly wide of the goal as a second goal proved 
elusive for the hosts. 

Corwen kept battling hard and created some 
tense moments for the Llanfair defence that 
managed to clear their lines each time. 

At the other end, Davies was denied by a goal- 
line clearance when beating the keeper to long 
clearance, but one goal was enough for United to 
book their place in the last 16 of the Welsh Cup 
for the first time. 

Despite having Jake Cook sent off, GUILS- 
FIELD also progressed with a 3-0 passage at 
Greenfield thanks to second half goals from 
player boss Dan Barton (46), Louis Irvine (60) 
and Andy Ford (70). Cook was given his march¬ 
ing orders nine minutes before half-time, some¬ 
what harshly for dangerous play.

THIS year’s final of the Welsh Nath¬ 
aniel MG Cup will head to the cap¬ 
ital when The New Saints take on 
Barry Town at the home of Cardiff 
Met’s Cyncoed Campus.

WELSHPOOL shot-putter Adele Nicoll 
is adamant that the decision by the 
Welsh Athletics Board to continue her 
funding will enable her to right the 
wrongs of her 2014 Commonwealth 
Games qualification campaign. 

Nicoll has been retained for support 
by the Welsh athletic governing body, as 
part of the ‘Commonwealth Games Po¬ 
tential Support Fund’, along with eight 
other athletes. 

The former Oswestry Olympian failed 
to reach the Glasgow Games in 2014 as 
a 17-year-old, but now admits it was ul¬ 
timately for the best as she targets the 
Gold Coast for 2018. 

“It was very disappointing for me as 
I wanted to make the Commonwealth 
team,” said the 20-year-old, part of the 
SSE Next Generation programme. 

“I had a lot of things going on that sea¬ 
son and injuries. Initially, I was so disap¬ 
pointed in myself. 

“Looking back I was 17 so I hadn’t let 
anyone down. It was a big ask for me to 
qualify for those games. 

“It was a big learning curve and I’m 
happy the first games I’m realistically 
targeting are Gold Coast 2018. I can 
be competitive, as opposed to Glasgow 
where I would have just been making up 
the numbers. If I make the team there in 
Australia, it’s anybody’s game.” 

Along with the funding, there are 
other benefits of being included on the 
Welsh Athletics programme. Selected 
athletes have access to a support grant 
as well as cash help for warm weather 
training camps and access to selected 
training venues. 

And Nicoll, who also has a Welsh sen¬ 
ior discus bronze medal under her belt, 
has plenty of reason to be optimistic. 

“My next shot put target is 17 me¬ 
tres and I’m more than confident I can 
achieve that,” she added. 

“If I throw 17m and beyond I get into 
a position where I can start to compete 
amongst the best seniors in the world. 

“I won bronze at the senior British 
Championships this year. That was my 
first stepping stone onto senior stage and 
hopefully there is no looking back now.”
